INTERVIEW WITH A MISSIONARY

N»w YoWK, M»7 18.— Th* lUr. Jr. 
J. 8. Baldwin, for 29 yean a Methodist 
mitsiouury in China, and for nearly a 
quarter of a contury secretary of the 
missionary board of the Metluxlist 
Episcopal cliurch, wliich has largt 
moneyed interest in China, said that ne 
had poaitive inforniiition from diKnitar- 
ies of the Cliint'so governmont, and 
from his own Chiin'se missionaries, tiiat 
if the Chinese exclusion act is carried 
into etfect and Chinese are sliipjied 
from this country to China simply be- 
cause they are here witheut takinj^ out 
certitications, that Americans in China 
will ))t; likewise deported from that 
country to ■ le Unitecl States. 

"If the law is declared constitution! 
al by the sapreme court," he said, "1 an- 
ticipate tlijit t,her<' will be a siieedy ex- 
odus bothot missi<inanes and merchanls 
from China in retaliatinn Im- nnr m>iirl- 
ing home Cliiiube from the United 
States. Several years ago this course 
was ur;;;ed upon the ( iiinese goveiu- 
ment ijy one of the cei.-^ors wno was 
supported in his nieinorial by a iniiii'Der 
of prominent olticials. Li Iliiiiic Chang, 
at present viceroy of Chuhu-Le an<i 
Sang Tung jirovinces, the great states- 
man of Clnna, whom (ieiioral (irant so 
heartily admired, has been very slow to 
come tu that view of the case and very 
unwilling to rolingni<<h liis marked 
friendship for the I nited St.iti s. lint 
there is strong giouiid for belii vi.ig that 
tliis great sta'u.v^man has at ]:^^t cunie lo 
the conelusDU tiiat the only way to de- 
fend the honor and dignity of iiis own 
nation in view of tht.'s;^ extun ti'd acAa 'if 
oppressive 1. u'>laiion on our part, and 
in view of il.pli :t;:alir acti )!; t;> pro-duco 
any remedy, is to eiiter upon ihe course 
of retaliation and treat Americana in 
China at Chinaae ar* treated in Amer- 
ica. 

•'That the ( liinese government is 
waking up to more energetic, measures 
is evidenced by the fact thi.tasliort 
time ago when the Hritish mini'-t 
claimed for ljriti:-h resiilents in China 
certain rights not conceded in the iJnt- 
isb treaty on the ground that 
they wer<^ conceded in the Ameri 
can treaty, and that under the favored 
nation clause these privileges fell to the 
benefit of British residents, the Chinese 
government replied that the treaty witb 
the United States was no longer iu ex 
istence, having been repeatedly violated 
by the United States that no claim 
could be set to its observance on the 
jiart of China, and, therefore, the Brit 
ish minister could claim no right for 
British citizens under the favored na- 
tion clause, as applying to the dishon 
oared treaty. 

•'The Chinese government has quiet- 
ly endured a series of oppressive enact- 
ments against its people here, content- 
ing itself with continued and earnest 
remonstrances by tlieir ministers at 
Washington. These remonstrances have 
been unhejded, and the last enactment 
exceeds all others in its severity in deal 
ing with the Chinese. There was not 
much opposition to the extension for a 
new period of ^ears of the restriction, 
which has L^'en in force for the last I'i 
or 13 years, but there was very (decided 
objection to the requisition that all 
Chinese laborers should register and 
take out certificates showing their right 
to be here, which they should alway.s 
have about them to show, when de- 
manded by any offlcial, and also the 
requisition that a white witness testify 
to their residence in this coun- 
try tor the past year and to 
their right to be here, which implies 
testimony to the fact of their Laving 
been here for a time prior to the pass- 
age of tliu exclusion act. 

"In the nature of tlie case it is im- 
possible, iu a very large number of in- 
stances, to secure such testimony from 
a wliite witness, and the very require- 
ment is itself an insult to the Chinese 
as intimating that the testimony of their 
own people is not worthy of credence. 
8u it comes about that only a few hun- 
dred out of the lOO.OOP in the United 
States have regiatered. It is probable 
Methodist church will make an appeal 
to the Chinese anthoritie* in case the 
deiiortatatiou is decided npon, in behalf 
of the Methodist missfonariei nowatu- 
tioned iu all of the province*.*

RECENT INDIAN TROUBLE. 
The Oeee w e r of Colorado Bsplatu Hew 

It Occiirre<l 

DiNVKR, May l."*.— Governor Waite 
has transmitted a communication rela 
tlve to the recent Indian troubles, in 
which he recites in very plain language 
the causes that have led to the out- 
breaks, and directly charges the Indian 
agents with negligence and incompe- 
tency. He says: "From the best in- 
formation I can get the outbreak in 
New Mexico was the result of abuse 
and insists by drunken and renegade 
Indiana. The periodical troubles in 
Colorado result from the fact that the 
Indians are allowed by the United States 
Indian agents to wander away from the 
reservations. There are two cansns 
which induce the Indian agents to let 
the Indians leave their reservations: 

" 'First— The rations go right along. 
Practically it costs the United States 
just as mach to support the Indiaos 
when away from the reservation as 
when at home and the real but not ap- 
parent difference is pocketed by the 
thrifty Indian agent. 

" 'Second— Indians take this vacation 
in an annual hunt and contrary to their 
customs before they were restricted to 
reservations: they destroy all game in 
these excnrsions, killing it for the 
hides. They usually sell these hides tu 
the same thrifty IndlM hgont. who 
gives them a written penmttoleaTe 
the reservation.' " 

The governor cloaea by appealing to 
the president to issue an order abso- 
lutely prohibiting the Indians from 
leaving their reserrationi for hontinf 
pilvilegsa in Oolorada

London, May 15.— Tho captain of the 
steamship City of H amburg, which hai 
just arrived at Swansea from Ham- 
burg, reports that at 1 o'clock Satorday 
afternoon Lis tesael collided in a fog 
off Trevose Head, coast of Cornwall, 
with the ship Countess Evelyn, bound 
with passengers and iron ore from Bil 
boa. hpain, to Newport, Wales. 

The captain of the Countess Evely 
Jumped aboard the City of Hamburg 
and Mate Kicha'rds crawled to hei 
through a hole in the Countess Evelyn 
quarter. Ninety seconds later the 
ConnteKS Evelyn went under with hei 
crew of 10 and with nine passengers. 
Boats were 'owered at once from the 
City of Hamiiurg. but the search in th 
fog proved h.most useless. Seaman Ja 
bin was pick,- 1 up. but he died in a few 
minutes auor having been brought 
aboard the steamship. The dead body 
of a little gill was also found. Other' 
vvieo the atleiiipl i*t rescue was withoul 
result. 

The lost passengers were the English 
wife and the son and daughter of 
Spanish gentleman in Bilbao, Mrs, 
W illiams, n( - son and infant danghter 
two men named Barton, and a Lon- 
lonei- whose name haa not bean asoer^ 
tained. 

Tlie steamship .Xtaka, which has just 
arriveil at ( ardilf, was damaged Satur 
day in a collision with an unknown 
ship otT Luijil Isle. The Ataka's cap 
tain tlunks ,hat the other Tessel Went 
down with all on board.

The servants were lir.st awakmed and 
scattered tbr(Migh the house aroii-^ing 
the sleeping guests. AwaUeiied trum a 
sound sleep and ignorant (jf how near 
the danger might bo, nearly all the 
guests rushed from their rooms with 
out little on except their night dresses. 

To add to the terrors of the situation 
the electric lights went out and tlie 
darkened halls were filled with shriek- 
ing women and frightened men, grop- 
ing through smoke towards the stairs.

Very few of 
them, comparatively, are likely tu ho 
presented, because so long as they are 
certainly redeemable nobody wanti them 
redeemed «soept thoee who desire gold 
for shipment. 

"The $100,000,000 reserre is ample to 
meet all iloniands fnra lonir time to come, 
even sliould our export ileuiantl continue 
without abatement. 

" But the export demand cannot long 
continue. Europe pays a dollar in some- 
thing for every dollar sent eut of this 
country, and as Europe must buy large 
quantities of grain, meat and cotton of ns, 
lier capaeity to pay for fzohl at the ratf of 
two or three millions a week cannot long 
endure. 

" Finally, Hliniild th.> goldiwwrve rnn 
down towards the hottom, the Troiieury 
can Immtdiately replenish it by selling 
bonda. The rredit of this country is the 
very highest in the world. Its bonds are 
wortli more than their face in gold, and 
if offered would be taken up eagerly for 
gold. 

"The only thiiiK that eonld produce a 
real orisia aa to the matter would 1>e 
doubt either of the ability or of the fixed 
purpose of our Government to pay all its 
paper in gold on demand. There is no- 
where any shadow of doubt on either 
point, and f=o there is a))9olutcly no dan- 
ger in the fact that a temporary outiiow 
of gold has compelled the Treasury to 
use some part of the $100,000,000 reserve 
for tiie purpose for which it accumulated.

Though the 
members from all the counties in which 
the towns interested are located favored 
tb^ bill, there waa no inconsiderable 
M^oont of opposition to the passage of the 
bill, because of a provision which it cun- 
talna making the payment of iazes a 
qualifloatlon for sufmge. It waa also 
clairae<l that if mniiicipal oh'ctiona are 
held on the same day general elections are 
held, a city ticket and graoial tieket be> 
ing vote<l for at the fianie hour, in secret 
ballot, would make the qualification 
inoperative. The opponent! o( the bill 
ref need to vote on i( aqd a quoram was 
broken, 

Finally it was agreed to let the bill be 
made a special order for Tuesday. 
The Senate bill to prevent interference 

by any i)crHon with railroad traffic and 
transportation iwas reported \rithout 
amendment and waa given its first read- 
ing in tho House. 

The J udiciary Committee reported ad- 
veiaely Mr. 'Spalding's bill to empower 
fourth-clnns towns, which fail to elect 
trustees at the regular elections, to hold 
ipedal eleotioni for same, and the ad* 
verse report was sustained. The com- 
mittee made a report in which the opin- 
ion was expressed that the bill was un- 
constitutional; that the old Boards of 
Trustees, upon a failure to elect a new 
one, would continue in office till Novem- 
be;r, and that their acts would be. valid 
and lawful.
